THE BLOCKADE 


REPUBLICAN LEGISLATORS planning 
their annual blockade of gun safety bills 
in the Minnesota legislature may wish to 
try something unusual: read. A study in 
the British Medical Journal has once again 
put science behind the obvious: that more 
guns equal more mass shootings. 

It found that states with lenient laws 
consistently had more mass shootings 
than those without. A 10 percent rise in 
ownership translates to a 35 percent rise 
in mass shootings, defined as an incident 
with four or more people dead.

‘GENDER’ WARS 

55 House members actually voted against 
equal rights for all Minnesotans 



T he Equal Rights Amendment 
(ERA) has had a simple pur¬ 
pose since it was first proposed 
in Congress in 1923: People 
should get equal protection 
under the law no matter their gender. 

That’s as uncontroversial as legislation 
gets. But the ERA has struggled for decades 
to get ratification nationwide. So legisla¬ 
tors in Minnesota are trying (again) to get 
an amendment on the state’s books. If we 
can’t have equality all over the United 
States, we can at least have it here. 

The Minnesota House voted on the 
amendment on Thursday. It passed 72-55. 

But that means there were 55 people 
who thought “equality under the law shall 
not be abridged or denied on account of 
gender” was a statement too controversial 
to get behind. 

Many zeroed in on one word: “gender.” 
Several Republican reps, including Anoka’s 


Peggy Scott, Mazeppa’s Steve Drazkowski, 
and Maple Lake’s Marion O’Neill, argued 
to change the wording to “sex,” “biologi¬ 
cal sex,” or “sex” as it “appears on one’s 
birth certificate” instead. 

“Gender,” they argued, could be con¬ 
strued to mean something that is neither 
male nor female, giving rights to those 
genders too. 

“Biological sex is an objective fact,” 
Republican Glenn Gruenhagen argued. 
People can sometimes “change their iden¬ 
tity based on 'feelings’ and not 'objective 
facts,’ and feel one way one day, and another 
way another day.” He didn’t explain why 
“feelings” would make a person less deserv¬ 
ing of equal rights. 

There was also concern about granting 
rights to trans men and women. They 
could possibly use facilities that make 
them more comfortable, or, say, play on 
the boys’ basketball team if they identify 


as ahoy. Republican Rep. Peggy Bennett 
worried that allowing trans women to 
play women’s sports would mean “the 
end of girls’ and women’s sports as we 
know it.” 

"We’re going backwards, people,” she 
said. 

Then came abortion—a word that 
appears nowhere in the amendment. 
O’Neill argued that the ERA in other 
states has been used to strike down bans on 
taxpayer-funded abortions, and proposed 
that this right should be explicitly left 
out of the legislation. (Her amendment 


failed, as did others trying to change the 
word “gender.”) 

In the end, the ERA’S proponents pre¬ 
vailed. 

“Which one of you gets to decide how 
we self-identify?” Democratic sponsor 
Mary Kunesh-Podein asked. “It is none 
of your business... I identify as me, you 
identify as you, and we are all equal.” 

She promised that the “entire state of 
Minnesota” was going to see who exactly 
they represented: “Everyone in Minnesota, 
or just certain people that fall under your 
definition of gender.” -hannah jones

N icollet Island overflowed 
with people hoping to 
watch some of the best 
prep basketball in the 
country. 

Minnehaha Academy 
and its star, Jalen Suggs—currently the 
nation’s 12th best high schooler in the 2020 
recruiting class, according to ESPN—were 
here to play DeLaSalle and its star, Tyrell 
Terry. 

Landing a spot in the DeLaSalle parking 
lot was but a pipe dream as people inched 
their cars down congested parking lanes. 
Awaiting them was a throng huddled out¬ 
side the school. The game was sold out 
and the doors were locked. 

“My feet are frozen,” said Maji George, 
her braided hair uncovered in the winter 
wind. She and sister Mari arrived around 
5:30 p.m. for the 7 o’clock game, fully expect¬ 
ing a dash for good seats. The doors were 
already closed. 

The crowd of dozens outside maintained 
a teeth-clattering posture, hoping against 
hope someone might leave and make room 
for them inside. They were black, white, 
people too young and old to drive, and all 
kinds in between, shivering impatiently. 

It was the game to see on this frigid 
Saturday night, a collision between two 
nationally coveted talents anchoring 
dominating teams, a night that’s become 
common in Minnesota. 

DeLaSalle ’56 alum Clearance Shallbet- 
ter spoke of Tyrell Terry defending the 
basket like a hero defending a city. The 
elusive 6-foot-2 guard, who will play next 
year for Stanford, has a blazing first step 
and needs only the slimmest room to get a 
shot off Minnehaha Academy’s Suggs is a 
facilitating two-way junior guard who, at 
6-foot-4, is an equal threat to overpower 
defenses. 

“I heard of that guy,” Shallbetter says 
dismissively in the cold. 

The game has already begun. A fire mar¬ 
shal who pushed his way inside remerged 
to make it official: No one else would be 
allowed in the building. 

Still, people stuck around. A group 
huddled around a kid who pulled up a 
Facebook livestream on his phone. 

Rob Sivanich and his 11-year-old boy 
were among the 40 or so people still hop¬ 
ing against hope after halftime. Sivanich 
grew up in north Minneapolis, where he 
played basketball for Patrick Henry “before 
they became good.” He rattled off proud 
memories of getting crushed by North, 
St. Paul Central, and bygone Marshall- 
University. He and his dad used to go to 
random games and made ritual trips to 
the state tournament. 

Sivanich saw the DeLaSalle game on the 
schedule and, pumped by the matchup, ran 
over. “There are so many good players and 
teams now,” he said. He and his son feel

compelled to stay till the very end, just in 
case more people are let in. 

Before the night’s over, Suggs will score 
30 points, pushing his team past a halftime 
deficit and 26-point outing from Terry to 
secure Minnehaha a 79-71 win. 

After the game, Terry said he’d never 
heard the g 5 mi so loud. 

RICH SOIL 


A s people who actually get inside 
to see a game can attest, Minne¬ 
sota basketball is getting better 
by the year. “The growth of the 
sport in the state has been immense,” says 
Wisconsin Badgers coach Greg Card. 

It’s not uncommon to see talent that 
makes coaches salivate, players who will 
land with big colleges and have a real shot 
at the NBA. And they’re not just city kids. 
Basketball genius is cropping up all over 
the state. 

“Apple Valley wasn’t a destination. 
Burnsville wasn’t a destination 20 years 
ago. Prior Lake wasn’t,” says Card, who 
first recruited Minnesota players in the 
’90s as an assistant with the University of 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee. Last summer, he 
signed Lakeville North forward lyler Wahl. 
“You just watched it all shift and change.” 

It used to be that the state was easily 
bypassed, save for the rare gem like Gopher 
god Dave Winfield or NBA champ Kevin 
McHale. Now? “I think it’s a Top 10 state 
for basketball,” says DeLaSalle coach Tra¬ 
vis Bledsoe. 

Bledsoe played for the school from2001- 
05, during what he called the middle of 
Minnesota’s transition to a basketball 
destination, losing in state to a Braham 
team led by Michigan State-bound Isaiah 
Dahlman. 

“I grew up in North watching Khalid 
El-Amin,” Bledsoe says. “He’s probably 
the grandfather of all of this.” 


Tyrell Terry, the star of DeLaSalle, 
will play for Stanford next year. 


El-Amin mesmerized Minnesota in the 
mid-’90s as he led Minneapolis North to 
three state titles. His game was unlike any 
the state had produced before. Until that 
point, the prep greats tended to be big, tough 
guys. They also were few and far between. 

Then came the 5-foot-IO bulldog point 
guard who loved to fight for a rebound as 
much as he slipped around defenders with 
his impeccable footwork. He could pull up 
to shoot or finish at the rim, but tended to 
deliver more punishment with his passing. 

He also did something no Minnesotan 
had done for a while—get recruited by a 
big-time college program. He would take 
over UConn as an underclassman. In 1999, 
El-Amin led Connecticut to its first national 
championship. He was drafted by the Chi¬ 
cago Bulls a year later, before moving on 
to a 15-year career in Europe, Israel, and 
Venezuela. 

“El-Amin showed everybody that a guard 
or a player could make it from Minnesota,” 
says Bledsoe. 

Aside from Dahlman, those early days also 
had Monticello High center Joel Przybilla, 
who went on to become a first-round NBA 
pick. North’s zippy sharpshooter Kammron 
Taylor, who played for Wisconsin, and Hop¬ 
kins’ 6-foot-9 forward Dan Coleman, who 
played for the Gophers. 

Yet it wouldn’t be until 2007 that Min¬ 
nesota solidified its basketball bona fides. 

“I grew up feeling like you could be a 
pro,” says Cole Aldrich. 

At Bloomington Jefferson, where he 
graduated in 2007, Aldrich was a throw¬ 
back Minnesota great. The 6-foot-II, 250- 
pound center was a behemoth in the paint. 
He could set a pick and drive for an alley 
oop, or set up low, swallowing a defender 
pinned behind him. On defense, Aldrich was

a huge windmill everyone could 
see but never avoid, swatting 
away balls with enough force 
to power a small hunting lodge. 

He would go on to play for 
Kansas and win a national 
championship, catapulting him 
to the NBA as a first-round draft 
pick. He would eventually make 
his way back home to play for 
the Timberwolves. 

Jon Leuer, who is still putting 
in NBA minutes for the Detroit 
Pistons, graduated from Orono 
High that same year. Blake Hof- 
farber from Hopkins, the small 
but gutsy three-point shooter 
who hit a famed, game-winning 
shot lying on his back that was 
replayed on SportsCenter, went 
to the Gophers, accompanied 
by St. Bernard’s big man Trevor 
Mbakwe. 

Two years later, Hopkins’ 

Royce White excited the nation 
with his hybrid style—some¬ 
thing still novel then—as a 
6-foot-8, wide-bodied power 
forward who played like aguard. 

The Houston Rockets would 
eventually make him a first-round pick. 

It had been 10 years since El-Amin, the 
godfather of Minnesota basketball, cut 
down the nets for UConn. But his home 
state was consistently churning out sturdy, 
big-conference talent. 

From 2009 till 2014, Minnesotans filled 
rosters for Iowa State, West Virginia, Wis¬ 
consin, Vanderbilt, Penn State, Wichita State, 
Creighton, and Northwestern. 

The real turning point that made Min¬ 
nesota a ‘Top 10 state,” in Bledsoe’s esti¬ 
mation, came in 2014. That’s when the 
steady-handed floor general lyus Jones 
was plucked from Apple Valley by Duke 
coach Mike Krzyzewski. Jones would win 
a championship and get drafted in the first 
round by the Timberwolves. 

At the time Jones left Apple Valley, he 
was the No. 4 ranked high school player 
in the nation, according to ESPN. Find¬ 
lay College Prep’s Rashad Vaughn was 19 
before playingfor UNLV and the Milwaukee 
Bucks. DeLaSalle’s bruising forward Reid 
Travis was 27, on his way to Stanford before 
transferring to Kentucky, the NBAs hottest 
college farm team. 

Jones’ No. 4 ranking would be the high¬ 
est a Minnesotan had achieved since the 
sports network began its rankings in 2007. 

THE HEART FACTORY 


A t Hopkins open gyms, it’s not 
rare to see collegiate royalty 
like Kentucky’s John Calipari, 
North Carolina’s Roy Williams, 
or Kansas’ Bill Self saunter about. 

“Some come just to see if we have play¬ 
ers,” says longtime Hopkins coach Ken 


Lakeville North’s Tyler Wahl, who’s 
headed to Wisconsin, is the latest star 
to emerge from the southern suburbs. 


Novak. The city’s become a well-worn 
recruiting stop. 

Others, like former Marquette University 
and University of Utah coach Rick Maje- 
rus—rest his big-bellied, bigger-hearted 
soul—would sit and talk basketball with 
Novak for hours, hanging out long after 
everyone else had left. 

Hopkins has produced its share of 
heroes, like NBA power forward Kris 
Humphries, Hoffarber, White, and Amir 
Coffey, the most exciting player for the 
Gophers. Seeing college basketball’s big¬ 
gest coaches was exciting 20 years ago, 
when it was new and Novak was a younger 
coach. Now it’s normal. 

John Oxton, in his 29th year coaching 
Lakeville North, said the increase in atten¬ 
tion “has been pretty crazy.” 

“My first probably 15 to 18 years... okay, 
not a lot of interest,” he says. If coaches 
did come calling, they were mainly from 
Division III schools. Lakeville North didn’t 
have its first D1 player until 2010. But change 
came quickly. 

Hustle guard J.P. Macura played for 
Xavier and is now with the Charlotte Hor¬ 
nets. Six-foot-eleven shootingforward Nate 
Reuvers plays for Wisconsin. 

Oxton says North may be a little spoiled 
by the attention these days, that they’ve 
“come to expect it maybe a little.” 

But it’s also energized Lakeville, 
which went from a football suburb to 
one hanging basketball banners and send-

ing its players off to compete with the 
nation’s best. 

Some believe all this is being propelled 
by a native feistiness. Due to little respect 
and “harsh winters,” Minnesotans play 
with a chip on their shoulder that shows 
up on the national AAU circuit, says 
Bledsoe. 

Teams from places like California used 
to roll their eyes at the home state boys. 
They would see the word “Minnesota” 
and immediately take on a condescending 
tone, says Terry. 

“They’d be like, ‘These guys are from 
Minnesota, let’s destroy them.’ Once the 
game started it was different. We would 
come out and play harder than everyone.” 

“Our style is a bit more hard-nosed,” 
adds Wahl, a finesse forward with sneaky 
rim protection skills. 

Yet that sense of condescension lingers. 
“I still feel like we’re a bit overlooked,” 
says Terry. “In years past, they definitely 
looked down on us.” 

Oxton believes the state’s headway was 
helped by the AAU circuit showcasing 
Minnesota talent and convincing college 
coaches to make the trip north. 

“It’s a nationwide trend,” says Novak. 
“But, man, Minnesota has a lot of really 
good players.” 

GOOD TIMES 
KEEP BALLIN’ 


N ow that Minnesota’s a fully 
fledged basketball state, all 
that’s left is to take in the sights. 
The weekend Minnehaha 
played DeLaSalle, Lakeville North beat 
Prior Lake and Dawson Garcia, who is No. 
34 on ESPN’s list of the best recruits in 
2020. A few days later. White Bear Lake 
was beat down by Woodbury’s East Ridge, 
which has three Dl-bound players. 


Lakeville has gone from a football suburb 
to one hanging basketball banners. 


East Ridge features sophomore Kendall 
Brown, who sits at No. 11 on ESPN’s list 
of 2021 recruits. He stands at 6-foot-6 
and 180 pounds of lanky, chiseled steel 
that should become more chiseled when 
he reaches grown-man strength. He has 
hops for days, quick defensive feet, and 
a nose for a block. 

Kendall is a nightmare in transition, but 
even as an otherworldly sophomore. East 
Ridge is not yet his team. It’s led by his older 
brother, senior Courtney Brown, a stockier 
forward headed to UW-Milwaukee. 

East Ridge suffocated White Bear 
with a swarming defense that trapped 
ball handlers as soon as they crossed half 
court, forcing turnovers and leading to 
exhilarating counter attacks. 

In one sequence, senior guard Zach 
Zebrowski stole the ball and passed it to 
Courtney. In a few steps, he was at the free 
throw line. In another, he was launching 
a wicked, one-handed hammer slam. 

Across town at Hopkins’ Lindbergh 
Center, a ginormous airplane hangar of 
a basketball shrine, the talents of Arizona 
commit Zeke Nnaji are on display. The 
6-foot-ll forward is a bloodhound on the 
boards, sniffing out rebounds and sending 
alarm to those who dare approach the rim. 

The names that will populate Minne¬ 
sota sports lists 20 years from now will 
feature many more basketball players, 
those who’ve won college championships 
and starred in the NBA. 

America’s most beautiful sport fits nicely 
in Minnesotan life. It is sport at its pur¬ 
est—just a ball, a hoop, and 10 guys on the 
court. It’s an indoor game, and it’s cold 
here. Basketball is extremely Minnesotan, 
and Minnesota is extremely basketball. 03

W hen Jeff Weber decided 
to move into the for¬ 
mer Legend’s space in 
northeast Minneapolis, 
the chef thought back to 
the days the building was a barbecue spot 
run by Jimmy Theros, who’d later go on 
to open Rudolph’s in south Minneapolis. 

Maybe the neighborhood could use 
another smoke joint? 

In hindsight, the notion seems obvious. 
The Twin Cities’ barbecue scene is burst¬ 
ing: Animales food truck is thriving at Able 
Brewing; it’s hard to get a table at Revival 
St. Paul; Market Bar-B-Que responded to 
its forced Nicollet Avenue exit by reopen¬ 
ing in a bigger space in Northeast; even the 
prize-winning Travail guys are planning 
a meaty Minneapolis project. 

’Tis the era of barbecue in these towns, 
and what a time to be alive. 

Weber, who formerly lived in North Caro¬ 
lina, recalls a time when the only condiment 
Minnesotans seemed interested in was... 
ranch dressing. That’s why Beast offers a 
Minnesota White sauce, a send-up of an 
Alabama-style condiment that uses house- 
made ranch, made to order. Few people are 
gettingthat—“some people put it on a salad,” 
Weber reports—but the chef/owner sees it 
as a good thing, a positive sign toward an 
increasingly adventurous palate. 

Local tongues have grown right up, which 
means barbecue’s not only a welcome guest 
It better have something to say for itself 
Beast sure does, and with affordable 
price points (a single-item platter, with 
a side, can be had for $16), the only one 
losing an arm or a leg for the experience 
is whichever “beast” you’ve picked out. 

Less than two months after its polar 
vortex debut, we would already put this 
barbecue up against any other. The ribs 
are perfectly crusted with a dry rub that 
has, mysteriously, trapped every single 
drop of whatever juice that pig had to give. 
Anyone can smoke a turkey, and chicken 
wings ain’t the toughest assignment, but 
ribs can be tricky. And Beast’s, sourced 
from Sioux Preme meat packing in South 
Dakota, are sublime, the kind you’d happily 
eat dry, heavily sauced, or, like... out of a 
garbage can, if that’s where your smoke¬ 
seeking nose found them. 

About those sauces: Aside from the inten¬ 
tionally bland-ifying Minnesota White, 
there’s a house sauce, a “sassy ’ house sauce 
(spicier than its “MN nice” menu neigh¬ 
bor), and a “Cackalacky,” which borrows 
from the thin, vinegary stuff Weber ate

in the Carolinas. For his money, he likes 
the “Sassy BEAST,” and we’re inclined to 
agree; there are spicier sauces to be found 
in the Twin Cities, but few are doing as 
much with depth, tang, and sugar all at 
once. It’s a sauce good enough to make 
you trim your mustache before going, and/ 
or ask permission to lick it off someone 
else’s fingers. 

There’s also smoked chicken (crispy, and 
pleading from beyond its feathery grave to 
be dipped into something) and chopped- 
up servings of pork butt and chicken, 
both of which are tasty additions to one 
of Beast’s one-, two-, three-, and four-meat 
platters. In case someone at your table’s 
longing for their last trip to Lake Superior, 
there’s smoked whitefish. Our advice: Get 
the BEAST Platter, (capitalization theirs, 
enthusiasm ours) and fill it up with a little 
of ever 3 d;hing. 

But the real standout is the smoked 
BEAST, served either on its own or on a 
sammie. It’s beef, so maybe you’re expect¬ 


ing brisket. Spit your expectations out and 
make room for a sirloin steak, sliced thick, 
the kind of cut that’ll have you calling your 
therapist to discuss resentment toward 
your father for just dropping steaks on a 
grill when he should’ve been slow-and-low 
smoking them for hours, like Weber does. 

Among the snacks. Pork Candy eats like it 
sounds—sweetened rib tips, the consump¬ 
tion of which you absolutely should not 
disclose to your dentist—and a smoked 
fish dip will have you happily ruining your 
breath for the next person you talk to. The 
only real misses on the menu were the 
slightly dull pimento cheese deviled eggs 
and a double butt burger (insert dirty jokes 
here), which came out so overly sweet it 
would fit right in on the dessert menu. 

You’ll wash stuff down with a solid tap 
beer and wine menu, well balanced with 
light and dark offerings, depending on how 
you want to help slide that meat down your 
gullet. There’s also a Bourbon Salad cock¬ 
tail ($9) made especially for Beast with

Hog Mash booze from RockFilter, and a 
Beast New Fashion ($12) concocted with 
the same spirit. Either works, but you’ll 
probably want something slightly more 
“water-based” to balance the salt content. 
This is, after all, a barbecue place, and you 
need to ask your poor digestive system for 
forgiveness. 

If you ever ate—or, let’s be honest, 
drank—at the old Legend’s, the setup at 
Beast will seem familiar, as if the old dive 
spot switched out a dirty-black-T-shirt- 
and-ripped-jeans outfit for a clean-black- 
T-shirt-and-new-jeans outfit. The spacious 
downstairs will be available for banquets, 
parties, and (even¬ 
tually) live music. 
Weber’s still work¬ 
ing that part out, 
and also wants to 
start experimenting 
with daily specials. 
At the moment, he’s 
got his hands plenty full, as he cheerfully 
slings logs into the smoker every danrn day. 

“I haven’t had a day off yet this year,” he 
says, just after bragging that Beast serves 
everything fresh and hot, and isn’t in the 
habit of reheating pre-cooked smoke vic¬ 
tims, like “some places.” (He didn’t call 
any out by name.) 

As for the sides, our advice is to sleep 
with the tangy coleslaw, marry the creamy- 
crusty mac and cheese, and kill a forgettable 
corn-and-peppers dish. (Garlic Texas Toast 
is an essential, but you knew that.) All 
sides are prepared vegetarian, a reflection, 
Weber acknowledges, of the shifting tastes 
of some environmentally conscientious or 
health- and diet-constricted diners. Sure, 
those beans or greens might be “better” 
if he tossed some bacon in—but it’s 2019, 
and people are “trying to mitigate their 
carbon footprint,” and eat out ethically. If 
that’s your mood, the portobello sammie 
will send you into that good night with 
no regrets. 

Occasionally gorging on good, ethically 
sourced barbecue’s not a sin. It just feels 
like it should be. The “crossroads” spot 
in Mississippi, where Robert Johnson is 
said to have sold his soul to learn how to 
play the blues, is now marked by a little 
monument — and a rib joint on the corner. 

Go eat at Beast, but be careful. A stray 
hand reaching for a shared platter might 
get stabbed by a fork. The stabber will claim 
this was an accident. You will have your 
doubts. None will be about the quality of 
the food at this new and, clearly, badly 
needed Minneapolis fixture. 03

CAPTAIN MARVEL 

The origin tale of a badass feminist icon

n the grand scheme of the Marvel 
Cinematic Universe, CaptainMarvel 
is something of an oddity. While 
the origin story of Carol Danvers 
(Brie Larson) stands out as a cultural 
milestone, it’s also a pretty average movie. 

There’s nothing about Disney’s latest 
superhero spectacle that’s outright awful, 
and Captain Marvel does enough things 
right to be enjoyable despite its flaws. But 
Danvers’ tale here feels a bit like flller, 
more abridge to Avengers: Endgame than 
a standalone epic. And such a middling 
position in the superhero pantheon is 
something of a disservice to a character 
that is perhaps the most important in the 
MCU thus far. 

In Captain Marvel’s defense, the cards 
were stacked against it. Coming off the 
post-infinity War hype train, it would 
be hard for any tie-in to carry the same 
steam, and the movie’s subject makes 
for a tough hill to climb. Script troubles 
invariably arise when fleshing out comic¬ 
book top dogs, which is why Superman 
movies are almost always bad. When 
you’re the strongest of the strong, like 


Captain Marvel, the stakes can feel some¬ 
what trivial. 

But to their credit, the screenwriters 
found a clever way around that point. 
Unlike most origin flicks, CaptainMarvel 
starts in the middle of things, with our 
amnesiac hero-in-waiting living on the 
planet Hala, the Kree home world. She 
can shoot energy blasts from her hands, 
but her abilities are dampened. Though 
she doesn’t know it, her early skillset pales 
in comparison to her true power. 

That would be all well and good, but 
because of Captain Marvel’s real-world 
timeline, things get predictable. After 
being captured by the shapeshifting alien 
Skrulls, Danvers crash lands on Earth 
and soon flnds out that things with the 
Kree are not what they appear. 

Of course, those of us who’ve seen 
Guardians of the Galaxy know that this 
particular alien race has some major skel¬ 
etons in the closet, and the appearance 
of two of that Aim’s bad guys doesn’t do 
the big reveal any favors. As such, take¬ 
aways from Captain Marvel center more 
on the Skrulls and Avengers than the title 
character herself.

And yet, for all its faults, this movie 
still has a lot to love. Marvel’s casting has 
always been top-notch, and with Larson 
they’ve found a perfect face for the fran¬ 
chise moving forward. 

Danvers shows so much potential that 
it’s hard not to be pumped for things to 
come, both in Endgame and beyond. 
Whether she’s blowing off jerks telling 
her to smile or pummeling alien enemies 
with her bare hands. Captain Marvel posi¬ 
tions herself as a badass feminist icon. 
Her humanity solidifles her relatability, 
and as she picks herself up from the dirt 
again and again and again, you can’t help 
but be excited for a generation of young 
girls—and more—who get a role model 
that makes Iron Man look like an ant. 

So Captain Marvel isn’t the best movie 
to come out of the MCU, and that’s OK. 
Thor had two so-so outings before hitting 
big with Raganarok, and Danvers has 
plenty of time to make a splash. After 
all, the future is female.03

Five female playwrights tackle 
political divide in 10 minutes

ne ofthe things theater 
does,” says Noel Ray¬ 
mond, “is create that 
space that can con¬ 
nect people emotion¬ 
ally in ways that sometimes you can’t even 
verbalize. I feel like that’s what we need. 
We need to feel connected.” 

Raymond, one of two artistic directors 
at Pillsbury House Theatre, is directing 
She Persists: The Great Divide III. The 
anthology of five short plays is the third 
installment in an annual series that began 
in 2017. 

“When the 2016 election happened,” 
Raymond remembers, “we talked about, 
‘What could our response be?”’ Inspired 
by the 10-minute plays that came out of 
the theater’s Chicago Avenue Project, 
Pillsbury House decided to ask five dif¬ 
ferent playwrights to create work “based 
on their perception of what this election 
has revealed.” 

The shows sold out. “It was so success¬ 
ful,” says Raymond. “A great way to use 
art is to think about and talk about those 
issues. We decided to keep doing it for all 
four years of this administration.” 

Audrey Park, who returns as part of the 
She Persists ensemble, is the only actor to 
have participated in all three iterations 
of The Great Divide. “We’ve had some 
pretty interesting conversations during 
the talkbacks,” she recalls. “Those might 
even be the things that stick out more 
than the performance.”

Despite the series’ title, these plays aren’t 
debates. While some after-show discussion 
has focused on how to bridge the red-blue 
divide, says Ra 5 miond, a primary purpose 
is to help community members process 
today’s reality and support one another. 

“Some of the reasons to continue doing 
this is just that it’s so traumatic for so many 
people, with whaf s happening,” Raymond 
says. “How do we let the political debate 
happen, on one layer of things, but really 
take care of the human beings who are most 
vulnerable and most impacted by the things 
that are happening?” 

This year’s plays will explore the experi¬ 
ences of women in 2019, and into an imag¬ 
ined future. The first play, Aamera Siddiqui’s 
I Voted, says Raymond, is set in a “dystopian 
future where things are really on the line. 
It’s issues of voter suppression, and what 
would happen if some of the things we’re 
seeing have gone even further.” 

Pla 5 rwright Cristina Florencia Castro’s 
contribution takes place in the suburbs, 
says Ra 3 miond, with a teacher “who’s an 
immigrant and has wanted to teach an 
all-women Spanish class. That one is very 
comical, but also painful.” 

“This is the second time I’ve been in a 
production that features all women,” says 
Park. “That, in itself, is a powerful feeling. 
The energy in the room is quite different” 03

LET’S D’OH CRAZY 

Did Prince s rivalry with Michael Jackson stop him 
from appearing on The Simpsons in the ’90s?

P rince almost started a funky 
sexual revolution in Springfield. 

We learn as much in Spring- 
field Confidential, original 
Simpsons writer Mike Reiss’ 
2018 book about his life working on his¬ 
tory’s greatest TV comedy. Throughout 
its 30-season run, only three or four 
fully completed scripts were eventually 
scrapped, according to Reiss. 

One of those happened to star Prince. 
The brief, unrequited 'Prince-Simpsons 
relationship began while Simpsons co¬ 
creator James L. Brooks was developing 
his 1994 film rll Do Any thing. 

“It was intended to be a musical at first, 
and the original music was written by 
Prince,” Reiss says of I’ll Do Anything, 
speaking by phone from New York City. 
“That’s what brought James L. Brooks 
and Prince together. But it turned out 
not to work as a musical—all the musi¬ 
cal numbers were cut.” 


Still, Brooks’ brush with the Minnesota- 
born superstar inspired an idea: What if 
Leon Kompowsky—a psychiatric patient 
who believes he’s Michael Jackson (and 
is voiced by Jackson) in Season 3’s “Stark 
Raving Dad”—returned to Springfield? 
Only this time Leon is convinced he’s 
Prince? 

“He would have this very benevolent, 
Prince-like effect on the whole city,” recalls 
Reiss, The Simpsons’ longest-serving writer. 
“They’d be dressing more flamboyantly, 
embracing their sexuality. And we’d obvi¬ 
ously have songs and performances by 
Prince. So it was a lovely idea.” 

Two young freelancers, Ian Deitchman 
and Kristin Rusk, were tasked with craft¬ 
ing the episode, which was slated to run 
during Season 5 in 1993-94. A fresh-faced 
writer named Conan O’Brien would handle 
the re-write. 

O’Brien, who’d go on to create fan favor¬ 
ites like “Marge vs. the Monorail” and 


“Homer Goes to College,” was new to the 
job, but he was immediately identified as a 
talented script doctor. John Swartzwelder, 
author of a record 59 Simpsons episodes, 
noticed the gangly rookie hammering out 
work, Reiess laughs, and he remarked: “I 
saw the new guy working in his office; he 
looks like a dog being punished.” 

“Conan had just come on staff,” Reiess 
says, noting that O’Brien quickly became a 
“powerhouse voice” in the writers’ room. 
“And we had him sit in his office for about 
a week, joking up and polishing up [the 
Prince script], adding the Conan touch.” 

Fans got a taste of the finished prod¬ 
uct when longtime showrunner Al Jean 
tweeted out a couple pages in 2016. 

“Homer, Marge. I don’t have presents 
for you,” Prince says as he bestows parting 
gifts to the family. “But the full spirituality 
of my love is yours forever.” 

To which Homer, clearly frustrated, 
responds: “C’mon—we fed you!” 

There’s even an erotically charged 
moment... with Marge’s lar 5 mgitic sister 
Selma. 

Armed with a killer script. The Simp¬ 
sons team only needed the Purple One 
to sign off. The immediate feedback? He 
loved it. Prince’s manager only requested 
slight changes, most of them dealing with 
wardrobe details, Reiss says. 


There was one massive problem, how¬ 
ever: Prince had read an entirely differ¬ 
ent script. In a baffling coincidence, a 
writing team with zero affiliation to The 
Simpsons had also shipped over a Prince- 
visits-Springfield story, one that apparently 
delighted Prince. 

“The first thing we did, is we looked at 
their script and—at least to our tastes—it 
was unusable,” Reiss says. “Then we sent 
him our version, and that was it: He just 
rejected it.” 

Reiss theorizes that Prince likely bailed 
because he’d have to voice a character 
that once belonged to Michael Jackson, 
his intense rival. (Jean’s script teaser also 
reveals a potshot at Graffiti Bridge, Prince’s 
critically bludgeoned 1990 film.) In fact, 
when Jackson read a rough draft of “Stark 
Raving Dad,” he only objected to one joke, 
according to Reiss: a reference to Prince. 

(The Jackson episode was pulled from 
syndication last week after the Leaving 
Neverland documentary re-publicized 
child abuse allegations against the star.) 

While likely bummed by Prince’s rejec¬ 
tion, Deitchman and Rusk would go on 
to long careers writing for TV and film. 
That O’Brien kid did OK for himself, too. 
And a decade after rebuffing The Simp¬ 
sons, Prince would appear in an extended 
cameo role for another Fox program, Zooey 
Deschanel’s The New Girl. 

Striking out on Prince proved to be a rare 
celebrity guest setback for The Simpsons. 
Among the many, many music stars who’ve 
done TV’s longest-running scripted series: 
Johnny Cash, appearing as a psychedelic 
space coyote; Sir Paul McCartney, acting as 
Apu’s vegetarian pal; James Taylor, singing 
sweetly as Homer’s swarmed by ants in 
outer space; and James Brown, belting out 
“I Got You (I Feel Good)” at Springfield’s 
ill-fated Do What You Feel Festival. And 
those are just prime examples from the 
classic era. (Apparently personalities as 
far-flung as Lady Gaga and Ted Nugent 
show up, separately, in Season 23.) 

One music giant who has never gone 
yellow: Minnesota’s other prized musical 
export. Bob Dylan. 

“No, it’s funny, we’re all fans—we’re 
all fans of Prince, too,” Reiss says. “It is 
strange, as far as I know, we’ve never even 
approached Dylan.” 

Any chance Bob visits Springfield, since 
The Simpsons was just renewed for Sea¬ 
sons 31 and 32? 

“I’ve seen him in concert,” Reiss chuckles. 
“I worry aboutmakingoutwhathe says.” 03

So now it’s 2019 and I’m almost 50. My 
mom just moved into a nursing home, and 
while cleaning out her drawers, I found 
the Polaroids my grandfather took of her. 
I know it was him because he is in some of 
them, taken into a mirror as she goes down 
on him. She had led me to believe he never 
really did anything sexual with her besides 
taking photos. And here’s the thing, Dan: In 
the photos, she looks happy. 

I know she was probably acting, because 
that’s what he wanted from her. But it just 
makes me question my assumptions. Was 
it terrible abuse or forbidden love? Both? 

WHIRLWIND OF EMOTIONS 


I think you should watchLeavzn^iVey/er- 
land, the new HBO documentary. It focuses 
on Wade Robson and James Safechuck, two 
now-adult men who were sexually abused 
by Michael Jackson when they were boys. 
Allegedly. If snot easy to watch, as it includes 
graphic descriptions of the sexual abuse 
both men claim to have suffered as boys. 

The second most disturbing part after 
the graphic descriptions of child rape—or 


the third most disturbing part after the 
credulity/culpability of Robson’s and Safe- 
chuck’s parents—may be what the men have 
to say about Jackson. Both describe their 
abuser in romantic terms. They both say 
they loved J ackson. And they both remain 
deeply conflicted about their feelings. 

It was their affection for Jackson that 
led both men to lie to law enforcement 
officials when Jackson was accused of 
abusing different boys. 

You should also listen 
to director Dan Reed’s 
interview on The Gist, 
Mike Pesca’s terrific 
podcast. Your letter 
reminded me of some¬ 
thing Reed said: ‘What 
the film is about is the 
reckoning. If s two fami¬ 
lies coming to terms with 
what happened to their 
sons. And a big part of 
understanding that, 
you know—so why the 
silence? Why did the sons 
keep silent for so long? Why did they keep 
the secret?” 

Your mother, like Robson and Safechuck, 
lied to protect her abuser, a man who abused 
her and abused you and probably many oth¬ 
ers. She may have held on to those photos 
for the same reason Robson and Safechuck 
say they defended Jackson: She loved her 
father, and she was so damaged by what he 
did to her that she felt “loved” and “special” 
in the same way. So as horrifying as it is to 
contemplate, your mother may have held 
on to those photos because they represent, 
for her, “fond memories.” 

Leaving Neverland demonstrates that 
sexual predators like your grandfather and 
J ackson plant time bombs in their victims. 
Even if a victim doesn’t initially experi¬ 
ence their abuse as a violation, a reckoning 
almost inevitably comes. One day, the full 
horror of what was done snaps into focus. 

It doesn’t sound like your mother ever 
had her reckoning and so she never came 
to grips with what was done to her and, 
tragically, what was done to you.
